Office Building Garage 
Units Relieve Trattic 


EW YORK, Sept. 25.—Motor 
terminals built into office 
structures offer a solution of the 
traffic problem in the _ business 
districts of cities, Dr. Miller Mc- 
Clintock, director of the Erskine 
Bureau for Street Traffic Re- 
search of Harvard University, de- 
clared in a report to the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects. This 
tendency, he asserts, is so logical 
as to be inevitable. 
“Vehicular traffic is increasing in 
importance,” says Dr. McClintock. 
“The 25,000,000 registration point of 
automobilists has just been passed 
in the United States. The next 
twenty-five or thirty years should 
show something like a doubling of 
automobiles in use in the United 
States. Assuredly, 


that is not an unreasonable expec- 
tation. 

“In typical cities, motor cars 
carry into central districts from 
25 to 75 per cent. of the entire num- 
ber of people who come into the 
business area. The ability, therefore, 
of the office building structure to 


vide an attraction and an acces- | 
sibility for the use of those who 


; if our present | 
condition of prosperity continues, | 


demand that their transportation 
be by motor cars is an important 
one. 

“Parking facilities are quite as im- 
portant as are thoroughfares. The 
central district garage offers a solu- 
tion. There appears to be a definite 
antipathy on the part of zoning offi- 
cials, on the part of many builders, 
and on the part of many merchants 
who own properties in central dis- 
tricts, against the garage. In other 
| words, many of them think of the 
garage as the converted livery stable, 
which was, of course, an undesirable 
neighbor. 

“A modern garage can be con- 
structed in such a way that it is 
not only a very presentable neighbor 
from the standpoint of artistic ap- 
pearance, but likewise a very desir- 
able neighbor from the standpoint 
of the operations which are carried 
on with it. 

“The largest capacity garage in 
| the United States is located in the 
| heart of the exclusive Park Square 
| district in Boston, and indeed is a 
next door neighbor to one of the

pend to a considerable extent upon 
the convenience of automobile traf 
fic for its very existence opposing 
desperately the kcation of a garage 
in its vicinity. 

“The tendency to 
within office building 
themselves terminal facilities for 
motor cars is illustrated to a far 
greater degree in the western cities 
than in the cities of the East, be- 
cause in the West normally a larger 
per cent. of the working population 
is carried to work by means of the 
motor car 

These so-called integral garages 
are becoming more frequent. In a 
study of the National Association of 
Buikiing Owners and Managers the 
reports indicate there are very few 
cities of even moderate size in the 
United States that do not have at 
Jeast one example of a garage built 
im as a part of an office building 
structure. or where such a combi- 
nation is considered 

One example is to be found in 
the Subway Terminal Building in 
Los Angeles. a structure which was 
primarily designed to serve as a 
terminal for the subway system. In 
addition it has served as.a very im- 
portant automobile terminal 

“Two entire floors of this very 
Jarge structure are used for the pur- 
pose of garaging motor vehicles of 
the tenants who occupy the build- 
ing. Access to the garage is by 
means of doorways opening directly 
upon a street running by the struc- 
ture 

“This street is at such a grade that 
no internal ramps within the garage 
are required. That building affords 


|of this type, that a tenant may drive 

into that garage, leave his car, get 
into the passenger elevator and go 
to his office without the necessity 
of getting out upon the street at 
any time. 

“Interestingly enough, the major- 
ity of the Class A office buildings 
that have been built within the last 
two years in Los Angeles have some 
sort of internal] storage facilities for 
motor vehicles 

“Another example of a similar 
character is to be found in the thir- 
ty-story Russ Building, in San 
Francisco. It likewise provides two 
floors for the housing of the motor 
cars of its tenants. 

“A third example of the integral 
garage is to be found in a somewhat 
different type of structure the 
Pure Oil Building, in Chicago. The 
significance of this structure is that 
what would otherwise have been the 
court of the building has been uti- 
lized, to a height of twenty stories, 
for garage purposes 

“This garage has a capacity of 
about 600 cars and provides the type 
of internal facilities which I have 
mentioned, making it possible for 
those who want to and will indeed 
come by motor cars to do so with 
maximum convenience. 

“While better transportation, bet- 
ter control and better planning 
promise much in the way of added 
accessibility for office building dis- 
tricts, there is a pressing need for a 
more accurate and intelligent ad- 
justment of office building design 
to the modern traffic problem.”

Mergers Not a Panacea 


ROF. WILLARD THORP, of the Department of Eco- 

nomics at Amherst College, in a recent address dis- 
cussed very ably the question of mergers, which is one of 
the modern business trends. Prof. Thorp does not hold 
that mergers constitute the universal panacea, which many 
people seem to think they are. Simply to join two com- 
panies into one does not necessar ily conduce to larger on 
than the two formerly made, nor does it necessarily increas 
efficiency. 

The truth is that mergers are helpful only when there 
is an underlying reason why the merged units can operate 
more effectively than the separate organizations could. If, 
for instance, two companies had been engaged in the not 


unknown amusement of cutting each other’s throats and 
should decide to merge and forego their warfare, the united 
organization would probably show greater profits than the 
two hostile units had been doing. But even so, it is not 
certain that the merged company would show greater re- 
turns than the two original units would have done on a 
sensible basis of reasonable competition.

James H. Doolittle, army 
daredevil and one of the world’s 
best known fliers, took off from 
Mitchel Field, L. L, in a training 
plane made completely light proof, 
and, flying under conditions rep- 
resenting the densest fog, kept 
circling and landing at given 
spots entirely by instruments. 
The demonstration represents the 
successful termination of experi- 
ments conducted for nearly a year 
over the full-flight laboratory es- 
tablished by the fund at Mitchel 
Field. The principal factors in 
making the accomplishment possi- 
ble are a new application of the vis- 
ual radio beacon, the development

Of 62% Over August 
Last Year 


NDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 25. 

—August was the second larg- 
est month of the year in sales of 
commercial vehicles, registration 
figures for the State of Indiana 
compiled by the _ secretary of 
state show. 

At the same time it was made 
known that truck sales for the first 
eight months of 1929 totaling 11,- 
107, were 1,301 more than the total 
for the whole twelve months of 
1928, or an increase of 15 per cent. 
over that period. 

In August 1,694 trucks were sold 
in the state, comparing with 1,826 
in March, the best month of the 
year, and with 1,491 in July. This 
represents a gain of 14 per cent. 
over July as well as 62 per cent. 
over August of 1928, when sales

BOSTON TO HOLD 
SAFETY CONTEST 


Operators 
Invited to Take 


Part 
OSTON, Mass., Sept. 25.— 
Owners of 400 commercial 


motor vehicle fleets, operating in 
the cities and towns of the metro- 
politan Boston area, have been 
invited by the Massachusetts 
Safety Council to join in a three- 
months contest, beginning October 
1, to reduce accidents during the 
most dangerous three months of 
the year. 


In order to make the competition 


|as fair as possible, the vehicles will 


be divided into fifteen groups, under 
classifications as taxicabs, 
| buses, public utilities, bakeries and 
others. The motorcycles will be 
entered in a class of their own, 
competing for a special trophy of- 
fered by the Massachusetts Motor- 


| cycle Association. 


Fleets entering are to be desig- 
nated by code and their identity 
will be disclosed only when they are 
group winners cz establish a clean 
record of no accidents. 

The contest is open to all com- 
panies garaged within the metro- 
It will be run under 
the general direction of Miller Mc- 
Clintock, vice-president of the 
council in charge of wublic safety, 
and a special committee of four- 
teen men. 

Basis of computing the records 
will be the number of accidents per 
1,000 vehicle hours operated, and 
reports of progress will be issued 
monthly. Companies will report all 
accidents which involve their own 
vehicles while in motion or tem- 
porarily stopped in traffic, includ- 
ing all cases of personal injury or 
property damage, regardless of the 
amount, or regardless of which 
or which ve- 
hicle damaged. The only exception 
is that a properly parked vehicle,

need not report itself as a party to

OHIO RULES ON LENGTH 
OF TRAILER CHASSIS 


Columbus, O., Sept. 25 (U. T. P. 
S.).—Recent operations of tractors 
and semi-trailer outfits known as 
“driveways” for the transportation 
of automobiles have come in for at- 
tention in a recent ruling of the 
attorney general of Ohio upon com- 
plaint of truckers of the state. 

In the ruling Attorney General 
Bettman held that such outfits can- 
not exceed eighty-five feet in 
length, but the length of the semi- 
trailer unit of fifty-four feet which 
is habitually used is contrary to the 
law, which limits each unit in a 
combination to thirty feet. A trac- 
tor and a semi-trailer under the 
law are two units and none of them 
can be longer than thirty feet

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WAYS FOR MOVING 
OBSOLETE STOCK 


Jobbers’ Methods That 
Have Paid, Are 
Discussed 


By W. H. ROGERS 

ITH styles changing rapidly, 

as they do in the automotive 
field, jobbers have their troubles 
trying to keep obsolete merchan- 
dise out of stock. The adoption of 
the perpetual inventory system 
and more frequent physical in- 
ventories have helped reduce the 
number of items carried in stock 
and have increased the turnover 
considerably. This turnover in- 
crease has been sufficient to in- 
form the aan department 
of the rapidity with which each line 
turns and reduces the danger of 
over-stocking an item which is 
likely to become obsolete while 
still on the shelves. 

However, perfect stock control has 
not so far been established. and 
likely never will be, estimates being 
as uncertain as they are 

Every jobber has one or three 
stickers on the shelves and consid- 
ers himself lucky not to have many 
many more. How to dispose of these 
stickers, even at a loss, is a pretty 
difficult problem 

Different jobbers have different 
methods, naturally, and different 
parts of the country have developed 
turnover stunts at variance with 
other sections of the country. But 
generally speaking, there seem to be 
four or five commonly accepted 
methods which help to move obso- 
Jete stock with a minimum of loss 

One of the most popular is the 
bargain table. after the ‘manner of 
Woolworth, and there is no doubt 
about this method of selling—stock 
moves. Very nearly any table will 
do, but to make a really neat job of 
it, a table can be constructed as 
shown in the accompanying sketch 
The bottom is made of wire screen 
to prevent the accumulation of dirt 
and dust Although the sketch 
shows the table as six feet long. it 
can be made any length. The one 
shown is six feet because that is 
the most handy length and can usu- 
ally be put almost anywhere on the 
floor. A shorter table doesn’t show 
enough goods and a longer one is 
difficult to move around the floor 
and quite often won't fit in the 
niche available 

Goods displayed on such a table 
are usually bunched under one rock- 
bottom price, or perhaps two prices; 
25 and 50 cents for instance It 
is surprising how quickly merchan- 
dise so displayed moves off the 
table into the hands of the counte: 
trade. 

Some of the items should be a 
bit above cost and some a bit below 
so the sales will just about balance 
and give the jobber an even break 
which is more than he gets if the 
gocds sit on his shelves In the 
course of two months, a table like 
this scores a real Sales volume 

A lot of customers are like bar- 
gain-hunting women; they will 
buy items they don’t need if the 
price is low enough to attract 
them. Others pick up items they 
think might “come in handy” 
some dav and quite a few of them 
buy such merchandise with an 
eye to a geod profit from stray 
motorists some day.

shape when the springs return to 
their normal position. 

All the functions of the ordinary 
metallic shackle are fulfilled by 
permitting the proper motion of the 
springs and at the same time there 
is interposed a shock absorbing 
medium between the springs and 
the chassis frame. An additional 
advantage which has become ap- 
parent is a material reduction in 
sidesway. The resiliency of the new 
shackle has an effect upon the 
movement of the spring tending to 
increase its resistance as it departs 
from its normal position either in 
rebound or compression more or less 
proportionate to the travel This 
action is highly desirable, as it tends 
to prevent bottoming and aids the 
shock absorber in checking the 
recoil of the spring

AJAX RUBBER COMPANY 


The Ajax Rubber Company is making a valiant fight to 
reverse the downward trend in earnings that has been 
evident since 1925. It has this year put into operation a new 
marketing plan designed to meet present conditions and 
reduce the cost of distribution of tires. 

An improvement over the first half of 1928 was shown in the six 
months ended June 30, 1929. and indications are that this improvement 
is continuing through the current quarter The net loss in the first 
half of the current year was $504,920, as compared with a Net loss ot 
$346,001 in the corresponding period of last year. The company apparently 
is still a considerable distance from the back side of the ledger, but a 
continued improvement this year would put the company in a position 
to show a profit in 1930 ‘ 

As a matter of fact, dealer sales showed a gain in the first six 
months of this year over last year, but the conditions in the industry 
and in the distribution and retail sales of tires accounted for the loss, 
according to H. L. McClaren, president. It is this difficulty that the 
Ajax people are stamping out with its new merchanising plan. 

The Ajax company is one of the smaller producers among the tire 
manufacturers of this country, turning out tires under the trade names 
Ajax ‘Racine.’ “Gold Shield,” “Aristocrat.” It introduced new lines 
early this year under the names “Ajax Gold Bond” and “Ajax Gold 
Shield.” carrying long mileage guarantees. 

Ajax has plants at Racine, Wis., and Charlotte, N. C 
formerly operated at Trenton, N. J.. was sold and dismantled last year 
in order to concentrate manufacturing in the other two plants. This led 
to added expense last year that contributed to the net loss. The company 
also had other non-recurrent expenses in 1928. The Charlotte plant was 
enlarged and now has a capacity of 1,000 Aristocrat tires daily. 

The Ajax company was founded in 1905 as the Ajax Standard 
Rubber Company, and in 1926 was consolidated with the Grieb 
Rubber Company to form the Ajax-Grieb Rubber Company. The 
present company was iresorporated in 1915 to acquire the Ajax-Grieb 
company. Subsidiaries include the Ajax Rubber Company, Inc., 
Racine Rubber Company, Inc., Racine Housing Association, Ajax Tire 
Company of Nashville, Tenn., and the McClaren Rubber Company of 
Charlotte, N. C. The company has selling branches throughout the 
United States. 

The capital stock consists of 1,000,000 shares of no par common, of 
which 880,330 shares are outstanding and listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange. . The current price is around $5 a share. The company has 
a funded debt consisting of $1,789,000 mortgages and $500,000 in con- 


vertible notes. 

The last year in which Ajax returned a net profit was in 1925, 
when the company earned $1,005,070, as compared with a profit of 
$664,129 in the year preceding. The best year in the last ten was 1919, 
when the net profit was $2,201,268. A net profit has been shown in four 
out of the last ten years. The largest deficit was that of 1928, amounting 
to $2,563,970, as compared with a deficit of $1,990,698 in the year preceding.
